the Graham 
High 
S<hool 
Robert E . Mansfield, 
who 
knew Riley personally, spoke on the 
life and character of the 
beloved 
Htiosier poet- 
Mr. Mansfield in liis address ex­ 
pressed the opinion that an import­ 
ant feature of the education of 
the 
vouth of tin* country is a careful 
study, and a knowledge of the life 
ind character of the men and women 
who have achieved distinction, and 
left their impress upon the history of 
the state and nation. 


Speaking of Rilev personally, 
Mr. 
Mansfield said: ‘‘Around no 
other 
Hoosier name has poesy entwined *o 
•nanv wreaths; about no other does 
mi morv cling with a more tenacious 
hold Ilian about and around that of 
Tamcs'Whitcomb Riley. Indiana was 
bis birth place, but tlie heart of the 
\merican people is bis 
permanent 
home. Tf one wants to know 
how 
•oval is song, let him read Riley. He 
lifted a local dialect into a general 
knowledge and 
interpretation. 
He 
made of the Indiana landscape a pie- 
fur«* that finds a place at the fireside 
in every American Home where gen­ 
ius is admired, and where literature 
finds a welcome. 


‘‘Rilev 
was the Robert Burns of 
America, and as Burqes, the plow­ 
man of Ayrshire watched the daisy 
curl beneath his plow share and wove 
4 into verse immortal, so too 
has 
Rilev embalmed in verse the vernac- 
ula of a people among whom he lived, 
and an environment of which lie was 
a part, and given to them an inter­ 
pretation as wide as the borders of 
Fiis native America. 


“ Riley bad bis weaknesses. 5Ylio 
has not! But his very follies endear 
him to us, for we know how sincere­ 
ly, sorrowfully repentant lie was. He 
does not shine upon us with spotless 
splendor in superior isolation. 
He 
walked our dailv ways, shared 
our 
common 
thoughts, 
loved, 
hoped, 
sinned and suffered like other mor­ 
tal--. IT;s follies were few, his genius 
great, his virtues many, his nature 
large, and from his life we may learn 
tbe great lesson expressed so beau­ 
tifully bv Burns, 
“ W e partly may compute what’s done 
But we know not what’s resisted.”

Mr. Mansfield close«! his address 
with a reference to the great tribute 
being paid to Riley’s memory today 
in the dedication of the Rilev Mem­ 
orial Hospital in Indianapolis, which

MILLER IS RELEASED 
ON ROND OF $3,000 


Man Who is Alleged to Have Fired

Not Subject for Regular Curriculum, 


But Should be Part of School, A. 


L. Trester Says 


TEACHER NEEDS BACKING 


Moral training in the public schools 


should not be a regular subject on 
the curriculum, but there should be 
moral fibre clear through the schools, 
according to Arthur L. Trester, 
of 


Anderson, secretary of the Indiana 
High School 
Athletic 
association, 


who spoe to the Rotary club today 
noon. 


"We need to do something about 


moral training in tbe public schools", 
he declared. ''There is no place for 
the subject as a part of the regular 
course, lint we need moral fibre clear 
through the schools. We must put it 
in the teacher and the teacher must 
'have the moral support of the com- 
munity to carry out the program." 


He said there was a direct and in- 


direct way to teach morality, and 
that the mistake had been made in 
some schools in trying to teach it 
directly. There is no fixed place for 
teaching morality, Mr. Trester as- 
serted, because there is nothing on 
the school program tbat does not re- 
quire honesty, uprightness and clean- 
liness, 


Mr. Trester expressed srreat confi- 


dence in the "boys and girls of todav 
and said whatever they were as man 
and women depended upon those who 
are training them.

shot at a sparrow perched on an ear 
of corn, and the shot went through 
and struck the passing machine. 


The wounded man is in the St. 


Vincent's hospital at 
Indianapolis. 


where he was taken to undergo an 
operation for the removal of the 22 
calibre shot. It was reported that he 
swmt a restless day and' night, and 
that his condition 
was 
doubtful, 


fearing complications from infection.

The seventy-fifth birthday anni- 


versary of James Whiteomb Riley 
•vas celebrated with proper observ- 
ance in the public schools of Rush- 
ville today. At the Graham High 
School Robert E. Mansfield, who 
knew Rilev personally, spoke on the 
life and character of the 
beloved 


Hoosier poet. 


Mr. Mansfield in his address ex- 


oressed the opinion that an import- 
ant feature of the education of the' 
youth of the country is a careful - 
study, and a knowledge of the life 
iml character of the men and women 
who have achieved distinction, and 
left their impress upon the'history of 
the state and nation. 


'Speaking of Riley personally, Mr. 


Mansfield said: "Around no other 
Hoosier name has poesy entwined so 
many wreaths: about no other does 
memory cling with a more tenacious 
hold than about and around that of 
Tamcs~Whitcomb Riley. Indiana was 
his birth place, but the heart of the 
American people is his permanent . 
home. If one wants to know how 
royal is song, let him read Riley. He 
lifted a local dialect into a general 
knowledge and interpretation. 
He 


made of the Indiana landscape a pic- 
ture that finds a place at the fireside 
in everv American Home where gen- 
ins is admired, and where literature 
finds a welcome. 


"Riley was the Robert Burns of 


America, and as Bnrn.es, the plow- 
man of Ayrshire watched the daisy 
curl beneath his plow share and wove 
it into verse immortal, so too has 
Riley embalmed in verse the vernac- 
ula of a people among whom he lived, 
and an environment of which he was 
a part, and given to them an inter- 
pretation as wide as the "borders of 
liis native America. 


"Riley had his weaknesses. Who 


has not! But his very follies endear 
him .to us, for we know how sincere- 
ly, sorrowfully repentant he was. He 
does not shine upon us with spotless 
splendor in suoerior isolation. 
He 


walked oar dailv ways, shaved our 
common 
thoughts, loved, 
hoped, 


sinned and suffered like oth^r mor- 
tals. His follies were few, his genius 
great, his virtues many, his nature 
large, and from his life we may learn 
the great lesson expressed so beau- 
tifully by Burns, 
"We partly may compute what's done 
But we know not what's resisted." 


Mr. Mansfield closed his address 


with a reference to the great tribute 
being paid to Riley's memory today 
in the dedication of the Riley Mem- 
orial Hospital in Indianapolis, which 
is being erected and will be main- 
tained for the treatment of Tinder- 
privileged children in tbe state.

Kiley, in whose memory the hospital 
was built.
